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Sixteenth Kichtcckv. — We learn from the 
Maysville Eagle that Col. Charles A. Marshall 
has resigned the command of this regiment. The 
exposure encountered by Col. Marshall daring 
the Nelson campaign in the mountains brought 
on a painful disease in his back and lower bxftbt, 
which prevented him from discharging the active 
duties of the position without interne suffering 
This he endured daring the winter and the great- 
er part of the spring, bnt finding that theper- 
formacce of his dutie • would not admit of that 
rest nocoesary to his recovery, and unwilling to re 
tain bis commission while leaving the duties to bi 
discharged by otherx, Col. Marshall resigned some 
weeks ago. The Militsry Board have appointed 
in bis place Colonel James W. Craddcck, of 
Lexington. Kentucky. Colonel Craddock has 
been a captain in Col. Brace's regiment, and as 
such so distinguished himself at Shiloh that he 
was warmly recommended by both Gen. Nelson 
and Oen. Buell for promotion. The Military 
Board have accordingly appointed him to the first 
vacancy, and though the promotion was rapid, 
accounts would indicate that it was deserved. 
Colonel Craddock passed through Mayaville last 
Friday to take command of the regiment. Msj r 
Harris is now Lieut. Colonel of tho Sixteenth, 
and Captain Miller has been made Mrjor. 
The general health of the regiment is good, 
and the men in fine spirits, though they have 
been discontented at ths quiet which has hereto- 
fore reigned at Piketon. The Eagle says the 
prospect now is ttut they will have as much 
work as they can attend to in keeping down the 
guerillas who are swarming towards the moun 
tains from Grant. Owen, Bracken, Harrison, and 
Mason. It need not be concealed that the posi- 
tion of the regiment at Piketon is extremely 
precarious, and that overwhelming odds will soon 
lis brought against them by Humphrey Marshall. 
The secessionists in this region seem to be aware 
of what is going on, as we have heard of their 
boasting that Humphrey will pay the HI net in 
a visit before long. 

Aw Uhfortokate Escapb.— We understand t hat 
the notorious and infamous Dr. Henry Clay Mer- 
riwetber, formerly of Jefferson county, after hav- 
ing spent tome months in the rebel service, totk 
f upper last Monday evening at Charley 8b rave's, 
three or four miles out on the Bardstown turnpike. 
About 2 o'clock, P. M.. on Monday, the authori 
ties here were notified that be bad been at Isaac 
Clark's, whence he had gone to Dr. Wm. Clark's, 
and at night a person came in and gave informa- 
tion that be was willing to accompany a military 
or police force where the skulking rebel then was. 

Officer Bligh took a small force and was con 
ducted to Shreve's house, which he surrounded, 
bnt the skulker was not to lie found there. Either 
he bad left or was hiding in the weeds. The next 
night he was heard of at another bouse some dis- 
tance off, wh'ch was also surrounded by a forci 
from this city, but he again evaded arrest. Still 
subsequently be was once more beard of, bnt 
there appeared to be no hope of catching hitn. 

It is much'to be regretted that the miscreant 
ee capes justice some time longer, bnt we tako 
pleasure In saying thit there was no want of vig- 
ilance or exertion on the part of our authorities. 
We have no doubt that they did their whole 
duty. 

"Coffee Mills."— A correspondent of the 
Philadelphia Press wi'h McClellan's advance says 
in one of the brigades of the Union army they 
bad six guns of a new construction, and terribly 
effective. We have not yet learned their names. 
The men designate them "coffee mills." It is a 
heavy rifle barrel, mounted on wheels. At the 
breach is a kind of clock-work machinery, sur- 
rounded by a hopper, similar to the hopper of a 
coffee mill; at the side is a crank. One man 
turns the crank, while another supplies the hop- 
per with cartridges, and a third sights the gun. 
By means of a lever be moves it laterally, or 
raises or depresses it at pleasure. Its effective 
rang* is 1 Si" miles. It throws 210 balls per min- 
ute, of the size of an ordinary minnie ball. 
When operated with, the rebels were uttorly 
amazed, not knowing what to make of them. 
One of these guns, properly worked and well 
sunolied with rartridires. is estimated tn i>« son. I 
to about three hundred men. The Milwaukee 
Sentinel says there are, or was a few weeks ago, 
three of these coffee mills at Pittsburg Landing 
among the reserve artillery. 

(jJ-The movement of the r< bels into the valley 
of Virginia was not, on their part, a hasty aid 
inconsiderate enterprise. On the 7th inst. the 
Kichmond correspondent of the Memphis Appeal 
wrote: 

We have been expecting all day tidings of a 
battle from Oen. T. Jackson. Having effected n 
junction with Uen. Edward Johnson (of Allegheny 
Monntain), he was this morning to have attacked 
the Yankees under Milroy, at a point six miles 
beyond Staunton, while Banks was held in check 
by Ewell, who is at Swift Bun Gap. Jackson's 
programme was to march, immediately after hav- 
ing despatched Milroy (which seemed an assured 
success), up the valley, and uniting with Ewell, 
to fall upon Banks. Let us hope that it will be 
carried out* fully, and that Banks may be utterly 
cut to pieces. After that, what remains bnt 
"Maryland— my Maryland." 

The Cincinnati Commercial can vonch for the 
authenticity of this paragraph, as it was cut out 
of the Memphis Appeal and published several 
days before the news of the attack upon Banks 
was itcsivetL 

S3" Lieut. John B. Wood, of this city, has 
been appointed by Gen. Mitchell to the command 
of fifty infantry, a proportionate number of cav- 
alry force, and some pieces of artillery, and is at 
work, very much to the approbation of his supe- 
rior officers, at Whitesburg, twelve miles from 
Huntsvllle. He has caught a good many of the 
Confederate conscripts who were being conducted 
to rebel headquarters. The conscripts almost 
uniformly profess strong Union sentiments, and 
say that they will gladly fight in the Union ar- 
my withoit pay. A great many poor women, 
the wives, mothsrs, and diughters of these men 
are daily begging Lieut. Wood for food to keep 
themselves and their families from starvation. 
He has rekjpved many of them from the Govern - 
ment stores, and It is his policy to seize upon 
the properly of rich sympathizers with the pro 
scription to supply food to the suffering victims. 
All these people are AUbamians.

The 
meeting was well attended, and the proceedings 
were of the moat harmonious and instructive 
character.

G. W. U., and J. Barclay, of Bus- 
eellvillr, G. W. G. The reports of the officers 
exhibits the organization to be in a good condi 
tion. 

A Rebel Outrage m Church, — About four 
or six weeks ago, the Rev. Mr. Van Pelt, « 
highly respectable Methodist clergyman, officia 
ted at the Hebron church six miles from Shelby 
ville. When, In the discharge of bis sacred func- 
tions, he prayed for the Government of the United 
States, there was a preconcerted coughing and 
scraping of feet all over the bonse. It is a pity 
that the vile rebels against heaven and earth 
could not all have been arrested upon the ;pot 
and brough t to punishment. 

The Federal Rams at Fort Pillow 
correspondent in our flotilla speaks as follows of 
the steam rams-of- war that have arrived there 

The rams of the rebels are to be met with sim- 
ilar rams on oar side. On Monday six curiou?, 
frail-looking boats arrived, which we were told 
were intended to butt the rebellious craft and run 
them down. These rams are simply powerful 
Pittsburg towooats, whose engines have been en- 
closed in a thick wall of oak timber the pilot 
hoase encased in boiler plate, and the forward part 
of the bnll packed solid with bolted timber. An 
iron prow or cut-water has been placed on, with 
which it is expected they will split open the 
sides of any vessel they strike. One is naturally 
apt to ask how they are to be protected against 
heavy shot; but, like the rebels, they depend up- 
on their floating qualities and great speed for 
their defence. They are understood to be a pri- 
vate enterprise of the good citizens of Pennsylva- 
nia, which, if they prove successful, the Govern- 
ment is to pay for, and if not, the loss falls on the 
bands cf the projectors. Our impressions are not 
very much enlisted in their favor. They can only 
disappoint us agreeably. At present they lie 
steamed np on the Tenners se shcre, but no one 
can predicate anything of their movements. It is 
not likely they will move before the gunboats, 
though it is asserted they are not under the or- 
ders of the Commodore.

MORE INCIDENTS OF THE LEBANON FIGHT 
Lehanojj, Tenn., May 28, 1862. 
A few more incidents of our Lebanon battle 
may not be uninteresting to your readers. • 

Three men call'.J at the bouse of the Hon. Jor- 
dan Stokes, on Sunday evening, and introduced 
themselves as officers in Morgan's cavalry. One, 
supposed to have bsen Morgan himself, asked for 
Col. Stokes, who had just left for the woods. He 
was told that the Colonel was not at home. The 
reply was "We have come for him, and intend to 
have him. Short and quick work is our motto. 
We will call again.' But before the call was 
made, Gen. Dumont Bad called upon Col. John 
who also took to parts uoknown. In the charge 
into the town, Lieut. Adams was separated some 
how from his advance fqnad, and, shooting out 
his pistols, ho was dashed upon by two of Mor- 
gan's men, who intended to take bim prisoner, 
but, instead of running, he dashed up to them, 
and brandishing his empty pistol, captured them 
both, and brought them in as prisoners. Capl. 
Carter, who so distinguished himself in the pur 
suit, at one time far in the advance, actually 
dashed with empty pistols into the front of them, 
and calling ont "surrender or you are dead men, '' 
halted them all, and secured them until the rest 
came up, to whom be delivered tbem, and then 
pressed on after the fugitives on his fast horse, 
and in the chase captured at least ten more with 
the aid of two of bis men named Cloyd, who were 
also well mounted. John E. Sharp charged up 
through the town alone, just behind the advance, 
and, after escaping at least fifty shots, and dodg- 
ing the strokes of several who struck at him with 
empty rifles, captured the first one he found by 
himself, and held him a prisoner until the guard 
came np. 

Litnt. Wolford with seven men pas-:ed through 
the town, and the first thing be knew was in the 
enemy's line", some one exclaiming "we had like 
to have shot you for a d — d Yankee." "I am glad 
you didn't," he replied, and was ordered into the 
line, which he obeyed; and after a little a lieu- 
tenant rode up and ordered all to repair to the 
college by order of Morgan. The lientenant 
waited with his squad nntil all except Captain 
Brown and six men had gone and then ordering 
his men to get ready, he demanded Brown's 
surrender. Brown refnse.1 and said he belonged 
to Morgan s command. Ths lieutenant then told 
him that he belonged to Wolford's, and again 
ordered bim to surrender; he refused, and draw- 
ing bis pistol ordered his men also to make ready. 
But one volly brought him and one of his men to 
the ground and the other five surrendered. Capt. 
Brown was brother in-law to Governor Harris, 
and died like a hero, and as two of bis sons have 
fallen on other fields it leaves a childless widow 
to- mourn their loss. The people here wished to 
make a great secession parade over bil burial, but 
Gen. Dumont ordered bim to be buried with the 
rest without any each display. Some citizens 
asked to make him a box like the rest, and their 
request being granted they made the box and 
put another dead man in it and marked it 
"Capt. Brown." We buried it in a lone grave, 
but the next morning, learning that they bad 
practised deception, a search was made and Cap!. 
Brown's body found in a fine coffio, concealed in 
another house. We buried bim the next day, 
and his friends have since come, and, by the cor- 
dial permission of the commanding officer, have 
borne bis body to Nashville. Gen. Dumont'a 
care was only to prevent the secession parade, 
and, as in all other instances, |no aisrespect was 
shown to the dead. 

Col. Wolford has been very ill from pneumonia 
and the exposuro of riding thirty miles after his 
serious wound, but fa slowly recovering. Mr. 
Ball has died of his wound, making eleven in all 
killed or mortally wounded on our side; and we 
have found, to my knowledge, some fifteen of the 
enemy killed, besides some twenty wounded. 
The Colonel and the rest of onr wounded are 
doing well, and our deepest gratitude is felt to- 
ward Mrs. fireen, Owen, and Campbell, also to 
Misses Bertha and Eugenie DeRoode, Campbell,

Sheriff Smith, of our 
town, having heard much of his progressive 
movements, concluded lint the burning of Bacon 
Creek bridge is a question of sufficient importance 
to be adjudicated by the laws of Kentucky, and, 
as our young patriot is the only comeatable part- 
ner of that firm of unhung rascals, he regarded 
it to be his duty to arrest him and hold him to 
answer for the burning aforesaid. The case has 
been set for Friday, when we shall have an op 
portunity to see the law vindicated, and the Sher 
iff justified in making the arrest.

A Brace ok Abolition fll ll I mil sf.t 
down nr a Brack or Republican Skna 
tors. — Senator Fessenden, of Maine, perhaps 
the best debater in tho Senate, touching upon 
the cVantiscatioa bill the other day, set down 
Old Ben Wado as follows: 

Mr. Fessenden. Mr. President, I sincerely re 
.tret that 1 had the temerity to state to the Sen 
ate the results of my observation and experience 
with regard to bills of this kind, Fines it has 
brought down upon mo the wrath of the distin- 
guished chairman of the committee on the con 
dnct of the war, who seems lo have imagined 
over since he was thus appointed, that he not 
only had the war under bit control, but tbe Sen 
ate, too. Now, sir, in spite of it, I doubt whother 
he will succeed in regulating me quite as well as 
lie regulates the wur. The gentleman o-sks where 
i have conceded anything. 1 should like to ask 
him where I have mado a proposition in regard to 
this thing from beginning to end. 

Mr. Wade. I do not think the Senator his 
made any, but he has resisted every one. 

Mr. Fossenden. What one have I resisted ? 

Mr. Wade. Every one that I know of, except 
this. 

Mr. Fisseoden. 1 hive not ro-istod any, for I 
have taken no part in tho debate from the begin- 
ning to i h ■ end-, not one single word have 1 said 
on the subject of this measure since it has been 
before tbe Senate. The Minster, as be very fre- 
qnently does, drew upon bis imagination in order 
to make a broad stateraont. 

Mr. Wado. I ask the Senator if be did not ad- 
vocato tbe reference of all the bills to a select 
commit! ea. 

Mr. Fessenden. Exactly, but what has that to 
do with tbe details of Ilia bill? 
Mr. Wade. This bill? 

Mr. Fessenden. The Senator says I have op 
posed everything. I have opposed nothing 

Mr. Wade. You have voted against every- 
thing. 

Mr. Fessenden. Will the Senator Btate to the 
Chair what? He cannot state any, not one, f >r 
I have taken no part, as I said, until this bill 
came in here, and 1 was called upon to vote on 
the yeas and nays. 

Mr. Wade. 1 thmld like to krow if the Sen 
ator was not opposetfto tbe bill of tbe Judiciary 
Committee? 

Mr. Fessenden. Suppose 1 was, 1 ask again, 
lid I manifest that opposition on the Hoor of the 
Senate? 

Mr. Wado. Certainly you did, as we under- 
stood it. 

Mr. Fessendsn. In what wo>? Tho Senator 
cannot tell. 

Mr. Wade. 1 cin tell if the Sena'or will give 
ne his attention. 
Mr. Fessenden. Certainly. 
Mr. Wade. If 1 remember the speech ho mad'-, 
it was pretty much sucb a speech as he has made 
now, that there were a great many propo'i ions, 
and a great many minds here; that the bill of the 
Judiciary Committee did not suit anybody, and 
he wished to refer it to a committee which would 
iog in a measure that he thought would be 
satisfactory. Then he was opposed to that mea- 
sure, of course 
Mr. Festeoden. I did not say so. 
Mr. Wsda. Everybody understood you so. 
Mr. Fessenden. Tho Senators from Massachu- 
setts voted to refer that bill. 
Mr. Wsde. That is trae. 
Mr. Fessenden. And yet the Senator Bars it 
was referred by the joint votes of those among the 
Republicans who were opposed to any bill, and of 
gentlemen on tbe other side of the House, sub- 
stantially joining with their enemioe. 
Mr. Wads. 1 say so now. 
Mr. Fessenden. Is it so with the Senators from 
Massachusetts ? Is it so with many Senators be- 
fore me and around mi? Not at all. 1 say, again, 
that the Senator's statement is without the slight- 
est particle of foundation. I have opiosed roth- 
ing. 1 have expressed no opinion as to the de- 
tails of tho measure, fiom the beginning to the 
end. 1 did iy, that, in the divided slate of opin- 
icn, without stating what my own was, I thought 
we had better refer it, and the Senate so decided. 
And I have hud the temerity to fay to-day that 1 
thought, now that it had been referred, we bad 
better stand by the bill reported, and not bring 
forward our individual opinions and objections. 
That I say again. I supposed I Btated it in re- 
spec, ful terms; but 1 have tbe whole power of the 
army of the Potomac down on me fur it. 

Now, fir, that is hardly fair. What I find fault 
with, if tbe Senators want to know, is this i that 
certain gentlemen on IhiH floor seem to think that 
they are the representatives of all righteousness ; 
that unless we take their opinions we are sure to 
be wrong, and are threatened with an appeal to 
tbe people; that tbey are the only men who want 
to put down the rebellion, the only men who 

fool or a* knave. That is what I object to. I 
think there is a little wisdom left in this Senate 
when we leave ont the Senator from Ohio. 
Mr. Wade. I should like to see it manifested. 
Laughter. 

Mr. Fessenden. That is undoubtedly the ex- 
pression coming from the Senator's heart, that he 
would like to see tbi t there was any wisdom hore 
except what he has got. [Laughter] He can - 
aaut. I will admit, but we do. 1 am sorry 
he is 3b blind. We do not look through his spec- 
tacles at himself in the glass. That is the dif- 
ference. 

Now, sir, I do not wiih to have a quarrel with 
anybody about this matter, but I am not disposed 
to be lectured, either. I did not intend to lec- 
turo anybody, and I am as little disopsed to tsko 
one. 

A couple of days afterwards Senator Colla- 
nier, of Vermont, reckoned the ablest lawyor 
in the Senate, set down tho abolitionist Sum- 
*ner in the same delightful manner : 

Mr. Sumner. I s.id that tho bill under con- 
sideration is not a confiscation bill; that it has no 
such element in it; and so contideot was I that it 
Ins no such element, that I ventured to appeal to 
tbe Senator from Vermont, who was one of the 
committee that reported it, and whose ideas it 
obviously represents. Therefore, sir, I am not 
disposed at this moment to proceed with its 
further consideration. That is the conclusion on 
hich I rest. I await willingly the action of the 
other House. The subject, as we know, is bow 
under consideration there; and I trust that they 
will send us a bill which has in it something of 
efficacy, which has in it some weapon, some pow- 
which this Government may wield against 
this rebellion. 

Mr. Collamer. Mr. President, 1 have taken 
one occasion, and but one, to make any remarks 
in relation to this topic. I have not thought it 
necessary to repeat them. Gentlemen of course 
hays a perfect right to the exercise of their privi- 
leges as often as they choose, and some of them I 
venture to say — 1 speak with moderation — have 
made ten speeches on this subject. 1 have boon 
perfectly silent upon this particular bill, willing 
that, the subject should be treated by all men in 
thsir own way, according to their own tastes; but 
when I am appealed to by name, personally, 1 sup- 
pose I am not at liberty to Bit still. Common 
courtesy to tho hororablo Senator will not admit 
it, though he thinks that I am one of a commit- 
tee that helped to concoct a measure like putting 
a piece of orange peel into a tumbler of water, for 
the purpose of deceiving and doping Senators; 
addressing myself to their faith, to make them 
bolieve there was great virtue in it, when I knew 
there was nothing in It — a sort of bread pill. He 
ac:nses me of that, and calls that courtesy! 

Mr. Sumner. The Senator misunderstands me 
when he says I attribute any such motive to 
him. 

Mr. Collamer. But you attribute that to the 
action of the committee. That is what they did 
>to, as yoa say. Is that courteous ? I do not 
know bnt it would be in tbe honorable Senator, 
but it would not bs in me. At almost every step 
in the consideration of this Bubj c\ Senators have 
indulged in terms of reproach to those who differ 
with them in opinion— "erms of contumely— terms 
which impute to them all sorts of bad motives; 
more than intimating that they are leagued with 
the enemies of the country to get votes, and that 
that is their porpose. Now, sir, 1 am aware tha' 
tbe history of the world is full of that sort of spirit. 
I have long experienced it here. It has some- 
times been called the crack of the plantation whip. 
No matter in whose bands it is wielded, the music 
of that whip is the same, the sound is the same, 
and the effect is the same. It is totally imma- 
terial whether that spirit is indulged in relation 
to one subject or another. Whether, by the bigot- 
ry of religious sentiment, it sends a' man to the 
auto da-fe. or whether it sends a man to the 
guillotine under political excitement, it is all the 
same the world over. 

Mr. President, no matter how settled my opin 
ions and sentiments may bo on a particular sub- 
ject, I can accord to other gentlemen entire dif 
ference of opinion upon it with entire integrity, 
and. if you please, a large measure of discern- 
ment also. Hat, sir, I am ono of those whom 
gentlemon may regard as unfortunate men in the 
world, who are compelled to be governed by their 
own convictions. It may be a great misfortune. 
My extremely limited intellect may be such as 
loads mo to this very unfortunate guide. It is 
my misfortune. It should not call for the re- 
proaches of Senatorf. 1 expect that other men, 
even of higher measures of discernment, will be 
governed by their convictions too, and 1 can 
easily conceive that they may possess them en- 
tirely difforont from mine. 



From Gen. Baixeck's Army.— Since Iht cor 
respondents havo boon sent out of the Federal 
lines at Corinth, details from tho grand army are 
scarce. The following letter is lated Farmingtor 
Miss , May 231: 

When my last was penned tbe rebel ll.ag was 
triumphant at ibis place, but, after a disastrous 
relnl rule of one short year, the glorious old 
Stars and Stripes again wave from what romains 
of this once pre' ty and flourishing village. The 
rebels are driven from it, never to return, but as 
tru. and loyal Americans 

Yon are already informed of (he skirmishing 
here on tho 9th and 10th ins'., so it will bo un- 
necessary to recapitulate. Suffice, that the reb- 
els, finding they could not gain any advantage by 
boloing this site, and further, that it would be 
detrimental to thoir cause to attempt to hold it 
by force, procipitately witbdrow on tho 11th, de- 
stroying several buildings which tbey supposed 
might be of some benefit to us. A portion of our 
cavalry followed (hem up in their retreat, ha- 
rassing their rear guard considerably and takiug 
fourteen of their number prisoners. Having ac- 
complished this, the cavalry returned, tho rebels 
retiring to thoir intrenohmanta it Corinth, to 
gloat over "another Conftderato victory." (?) 

By many in this aitnv it was inferred that the 
attack on our men at Farmington was only a 
"blind," to enalilu their main army to retreut 
from Corinth, this supposition was confirmed by 
the fact that tb-t cars were kept running all night 
of the 10th, and oftenor than we have yet hoard 
them. Accordingly a strict and close watch was 
kept on their movements, and to enable U3 to be 
prepared to move at tho shortest notico, orders 
wore issued for the troops cf this army to have 
two dayB' cookod rutions continually in their hav- 
ersacks In the meantime all sorts of rumors 
were aft" 'a f , and every one was indulging in his 
cor jsctures as to what would bs the next move on 
the programme. 

About this time one of the negroes belonging 
to the IM Illinois Kegiment, who had been taken 
prisoner by the robots during tho skirmish of the 
9 h, escaped and retnrni-d to our lines. Ho re- 
ported that the rabols bad not evacuated up to 
tho morning of his escape (13'.h), but that they 
were cooking five days' rations for some purpose, 
of which he was ignorant. Our pickits having, 
in Ihe moanfine. fkirmlshed their way to the 
outside limits of Farmington, it was deemed ad- 
vi-eble for onr troops to occupy that village. 
I'repira'ions wore accordingly made to that end. 

O-i iho morning of the 17th, ordsrs were issued 
to bo ready to move st the shortest notice. Tonts 
were st> uik, wagons packed, and by two P. M. 
we were wending our way along the Beozi and 
Farmington roa-1 to the latter place, onr wagons 
being loft behind to await ordors. Abcu' five 
o clock we reached Kirmington, and, moving to a 
high bill within a hnnlrod yards of tie village, 
bivouacked for the right. About nine o'clock, 
heavy details were made on the diffor- 
ont regiments for working parlie-, for the 
purpose of erecting batterioa and earth- 
works. Our pickets having br.on reinforced, 
the whole night was employed in planting our 
heavy siege gins, preparatory to attack on 
the enemy's strong :old. Tho mon were so as- 
siduous to thoir task, that the morning of the 
18 h of May diwned on as formidable a line of 
batteries, earthworks, and riH i pits, as have prob- 
ably ever been seen hereabou's. I do not feel 
justified in sta'ing the number or the calibre of 
the guns planted, but no doubt need be entertained 
but that we have such as will make the enemv 
tremblo when the contest opons. Our line of 
works now*extends over several miles, covering 
the whole front of our army. 

This order of thiogs is a deviation from the 
original plans of Gen. Hillock, of which I wrote 
you in my last, and was rendered necessary bv 
certain circumstances which havo lately occurred". 

O.i Monday night an order was issued by Gen. 
Pope for Ihe men in his command to hold them 
selves in readinass for an attack from the enomy 
between midnight and I P. M. of yesterday. 
Preparations were made to that end; but up to 
Ihe present time we have failed tn meet the 
rebels. Undoubtedly, Gen. Pope had good cause 
for his alarm, und a heavy thunder storm, which 
set in the same night ana ragt-d until daybreak 
this morning, wasallttiit could have interfered 
with 'he plans of the rebels — if they had laid any. 

For Ihe past week our pickets have been con- 
stantly skirmishing with those of the enemy, 
driving them, day by day, further toward their 
intrenebment. until r.ow their works'are discerni- 
ble from our picket lines. Occasionally the rebel 
batteries will open out on cur pickets, bnt with- 
out, so far, doing any material damage. 

This morning we advanced part of cur b.itterios 
six hundred yar.ls, until now thoy are within 
three miles of Corinth. Simultaneous with their 
advance, the rebels opened a hot fire upon our 
men. who pufbed onward until they bad gained 
the desind position, when shortly the rebels 
ceased tiring, probably thinking with John Unit 
that "it wouldn't pay."

this almost alone. Everything on that day 
seemed to piss off almost as well as could be 
wijhed, and, considering the appearance which 
tho building and its contents exhibited only a 
day or two before, cirtainly better than could 
havo been expected Even ths weather was 
kindly, just nufli.'ient rain having fallen to lay 
the dust and c ol the atmosphere, ar.d no more 
Though lacking tho novelty of Ihe Exhibition of 
1861, the inti rest it has called forth, judging by 
the number of exhibi ors and visitors, as well as 
by the contents of the building, has been fully 
sustained, aLtl even surpassed.

AN ORDINANCE 
Regulating tho Collect i in of City Taxes for tbe 
year ending with the 9 h day of March, 1863, 
prescribing the duties of Collectors and fixing 
their compensation. 

Sec. 1. Be it Ordained by Uic Onttral Council 
of He City of Louisville, Tnat each Collector of 
city taxoa levied by and under the first, second, 
third, sixth, and seventh sections of an ordinance 
entitled "An Ordinaace levying taxes by tbe city 
of Louisville for the vear ending March 9:h, 
1863," and approved May 10th, 1862, shall re- 
ceive as a compensation for his services in col- 
lec'ing said taxes one per cent, on the first forty 
thousand dollars paid by him to tho Treasurer of 
said city, one and a half per cent, on the succeed- 
ing thirty thousand dollars, and two per cent, on 
tbe residue thereof; but in no e\-ent shall their 
compensation for the collction of all taxes placed 
in their hands exceed eighteen hundred dollars 
for each Collector. 

Sec. 2. That each Collector of said taxes shall, 
on evory Thursday during the month or July in 
the year 1862, pay into the city treasury a sum 
not less than one per cent, upon the aggregate 
amount of tax bills plac.d in his hands for col- 
lection, and not less than two per cent, upon said 
aggregate amount on every Thursday during the 
month of August in the same year, and no', less 
than throe per cent of said aggregate amount on 
•every Thursday during tbe next ensuing months 
of September, October, November, and Decem- 
ber, and during tho months of January, February, 
and March of tho year 1863, up to and including 
tho 9th day of the last namod month. Each 
Collector of Paid tsxas shall make payrocot on 
Thursday of eaih week of all tho mouoy colloctod 
by bim, and nothing herein contained shall be so 
construed as to justify said Collectors, or either of 
them, in not paying into the city treasury the 
entire amount collected by him or them at the 
time of making his or their weekly paymonls. 
It is hereby made their imperative duty to do so. 

Sec. 3 That should either of said Collectors 
fall to pav into the city treasury the amount of 
all tax bills placed in his bands," less his commis- 
sions, errors in said bills, and delinquent list, at 
the times and in the sums required by the second 
section of this ordinance, there shall be deducted 
from his commission or compensation two per cent, 
upon si! sums not paid as required, and all set- 
tlements made with said Collsctors shall be 
made in acc >rdance with the provisions of this 
section. 

Sec. 4 That the said Collectors shall have 
power at any lime after the tax bills are listed 
with them for collection to levy on and Boll the 
personal properly or slaves, if any such property 
can bo found in the city of Louisville, belonging 
to Ihe person owing ths taxes, and if no personal 
prope>ty of either owner or tenant can be found 
in said city then the Collectors shall levy on the 
I >t and improvements, and offor tbe same for 
sale at public auction at the court -house 
dcur between the hours of ton o'clock A M. and 
three o'clock P. M. of the day designated for sale 
by advertisement, and when said levy is made, if 
the owner of the property be a non resident, the 
Collector shall, if practicable, atcertain his or hor 
whereabouts and send a written notice to said 
owner, to the effect that he will make a flalo 
thereof on a given day, unless all claims for taxrs 
are paid prior thereto. 

Sec. . r i If the rearproperty levied upon by said 
Collectors belongs to acitizen of Louisville or Jef- 
ferson county, it shall be advertised in one of tbo 
daily newspapers printed in Louisville and hav- 
ing the city printing, once a d iy for fivo consecu- 
ve days, and, if it belongs to a non resident, 
once a week for six succossivo weeks before tho 
ay of sale. If a levy is mide upon personal 
pn p Mj belonging to the owner of tbe real estate 
or to his or her tenant, for taxes due by the own- 
er of such real estate, tbe Collector making the 
levy shall advertise the same for five days in one 
of the daily newspapers printed in Louisville and 
having the city printing, and all of said adver- 
tisements shall be charged to the City of Louis- 
~ille, at the prices named in an ordinance regula* 
ng city printing, or as per contract, and, to cover 
II I bo expenses attending the making of sales 
herein authorized to be made, fifty cents shall be 
added to each tax bill for which property of any 
detcriplion has boeu sold, and anv real estate that 
was sold for taxes during the li cal year ending 
March 9, 1861, or that ending March 9, 1862, 
hall not be resold for taxes of any kind during 
the fi cal year ending March 9, 1863. And the said 
Co'lectors shall, within two weeks after making 
arfy sale, whether of real or personal property, 
report to the Goneral Council a full and correct 
acconnt of said sale or sales as directed by the 22d 
section of the 6 h article of Ihe City Charter. 
Sec. 6 Each of the s ml Collectors shall at any 
use v-hen requested to do so by tho Mavor or 
->A*r.:-a(!nn)inittee, or either of them. Bubniit for 
tions. 

Sec. 7. should the office held by either'of said 
Jollectors be vacated from anv cause, he or they 
shall forthwith return to tbe Mayor all tax bills 
remaining uncollected. 

Sec. 8. sNo money shsll be received by suid 
Collectors in payment of taxes except such as 
shall be at the time tiken on goneral deposit by 
tho banks in the city of Louisville. 

Sec 9. All taxes herein au'horizcd to bo cnl- 
ected sball be due and collectable on and after tbe 
«t day of July, 1862. 
Sec. 10. Nothing herein contained shall be so 
construed as to authorize said Collectors to receive 
any compeosa'i r for tbeir services other than such 
as is provided and allowed tbem in tbe first sec- 
tion of this ordinanco. 

Sec. 11. A fiual settlement shall be made with 
faid Collectors on the 9 h day of Match, 1863, in 
accordance with the provisions of ibe charter and 
ordinances of tbe city of Louisville rotating to 
the city of Louisville.

Gkn. Boyle — Gon. J. T. Boyle has been 
assigned to the command of the United States 
forces in Kentucky. We learn that ho will 
probably assume tho command in a very few 
days. 

' This appointment will be hailed with satis- 
faction by the loyal people of the Common- 
wealth. And justly so. The appointment is 
a highly judicious one. A better one could 
not have been made. Gen. Boylo possesses in 
a very marked degree the qualifications for the 
successful performance of the delicate and im- 
portant duties of the command to which he 
has been assigned. Wo predict ior him tho 
most gratifying success. An ardent patriot, 
a chivalric soldier, a sagacious and enlightened 
statesman, an earnest and inflexible and yet a 
just and unselfish man, a gentleman, and a 
Kentuckian, he, as the Commander of the 
District of Kentucky, will so combine dis- 
crimination and temperateness with energy 
and determination as to commend the laws 
whilst enforcing them and after all to preserve 
the menaced peace of the State by policy 
rather than by arms. Elevating himself 
above all personal or partisan feeling, he will 
act with an eye single to the public good. 
No private motives of whatever nature will bo 
permitted to control or modify his public acts. 
We may confidently promise that his manage- 
ment of affairs will be as free from vindictive- 
ncss as from indifference and as conspicuous for 
moderation as for vigor, lie will do nothing 
in malice or in passion and he will omit to do 
nothing in affection or in lukewarmness. In 
short, Gen. Boyle, as the Military Chief of this 
District, will effectually perform his duty, his 
whole duty, and nothing but his duty. Such 
at any rate we know will be his sincere on- 
deavor. The loyal people of the Commdn. 
wealth hare every reason to congratulate 
themselves on his appointment. 

The Evacoation of Corinth. — The ques- 
tion is settled. The problem is solved. The 
riddle is read. Corinth is evacuated. An- 
other awful foot-race is going on. To run is 
tho beginning, the middle, and th ■: end of rebel 
tactics. 

We anxiously await further intelligence in 
regard to the rebel flight from Corinth and 
the occupation of the place by our troops. We 
wish to know what has fallen into the hands 
of our army, besides the mere town and the 
immense fortifications, and whether any pris- 
oners, and, if any, how many hare been 
taken. We are not unaware that there arc 
some disadvantages under which our forces 
may bo placed by the escape of Beau.ro- 
gard to Okolona, if he succeeds in escap- 
ing with all his men, munitions, provisions, 
and transportation. He would of course 
destroy all the railroad bridges and tear up 
and obstruct the track behind him, so that 

rob 
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probably 

for his great army so far from the Tennessee 
river. This retreat, no doubt, postpones the 
prospect of any general conflict for some weeks, 
and we can hardly doubt, that, when Halleck 
at length shall again approach the rebels, tho 
latter will ronew their flight to establish them- 
selves temporarily at a still more distant point 
or perhaps scatter to the winds. 

But, although the Union army may be sub- 
jected to some inconvenience and delay in the 
execution of its main object, and although we 
have ardently hoped that the scientific and 
elaborate arrangements of Ilalleck in front 
of Corinth would result in the Overwhelming 
defeat of Beauregard's forces and tho capture 
of the whole or the greater part of them, the 
whole mortification in the case, indeed the 
deepest possible mortification, must be on the 
side of the rebels, whose best army has most 
ingloriously backed out and fled from a con- 
flict on equal terms with tho soldiers of the 
Union. The rebel General took his position 
at Corinth more than two months ago, select- 
ing it as the place where he would give battlo 
to our troops. He attacked us at Shiloh under 
circumitanccj of extraordinary adrautage to 
himself and was defeated. He retreated to his 
chosen stronghold, telegraphed to the Confed- 
erate Gorernment that he could and would 
hold it, summoned as speedily as possible 
around him the whole flower of Southern 
chivalry, Price and Van Dora from Missouri 
and Arkansas with thirty-fire thousand men, 
Bragg from the southern Atlantic coast with 
twenty thousand, Lorell from New (Means 
with twenty thousand, and other commanders 
at tho head of the best troops of Texas, Mis- 
sissippi, and Alabama. Moreorer he gathered 
from all points from three to fire hundred 
siege guns and fiold artillery, and, during the 
whole time was employing the whole of the 
immense army under his command in con- 
structing the strongest defences known to tho 
art of war. And, when he believed that 
-vcrything was ready, he and Bragg and 
11 the other leading Generals issued their 
rinted proclamations to their troops, telling 
hem that at last they had the opportunity so 
long and ardently wished for of meeting the 
r nion ruffians on equal terms, congratulating 
them upon the approaching realization of all 
their brightest hopes, and exhorting them to 
die rather than yield a foot of ground to tho 
'nsolent invader. Our readers have seen what 
as probably the last of Beauregard's procla- 
ations, embodying the real or forged order 
f Gen. Butler at New Orleans, and asking 
hem whether they would allow 6uch accursed 
nemies to breathe upon their soil. 

This last proclamation was distributed 
hrough the rebel army scarcely fire days ago, 
ut Halleck steadily and vigorously advanced 
ay and night upon his rannting foe, and when 
e had announced by telegraph to the War 
epartment that he would make a general 
sault the next day, Beauregard at the head 
his whole army took to his heels under the 
ver of the darknoss. Memphis is thus sur- 
ndered to us without a blow, and, if any 
len or guns remain at Fort Wright and 
any rebel craft remain uiitakeo upon 
a Mississippi river, the whole must fall 
to our hands at once. We published 
few days ago the awful imprecations 
lied down upon Beauregard by the 
emphis press if he should evacuate 
rinth without a battle, and no doubt 
oso imprecations will now be repeated with 
ded ferocity. Thero is no junction of ran- 
ds at Okolona ; hence the rebels can be 
"ily cut off from their supplies by Halleck 
the North and Bugler on the South, whilst, 
ond all question, t.'ie sickness that has so 
ibly thinned their ranks at Corinth will be 
reased to a fearful extent at Okolona. The 



rebel General seems only trying to postpone 
for • little while a doom that he must know he 
cannot escape. 

But, before making further comments upon 
this extraordinary movement, destined to be so 
memorable in tho history of the war, we must 
obtain further particulars. We have not a 
doubt that Gen. Halleck made every possible 
exertion consistent with military prudence to 
bring on a great battle at Corinth. The flight 
was an act of utter, downright, and m06t in- 
famous cowardice. Such cowardice would 
stain and disgrace any cause. Nobody has 
donbted that the rebels at Corinth were equal 
to the Union forces in numbers, and surely 
the flight of an army out of a tremendously 
intrenched position, before an equal army, 
without a fight, is one of the most disgraceful 
passages in the whole history of warfare. If 
it does not demoralize and disgust all the 
armies of the rebel Confederacy, nothing under 
hearon could. 



Tut; Skedaudle FROM Corinth. — In 
looking at the military necessities of the rebel 
army gathered at Corinth, there was a seeming 
impossibility that they would run from that 
point. Southern hope and expectation wero 
centred upon Corinth. Tho rarious stokers of 
the fires of the Southern heart have taught the 
rebels that at Corinth the troops of the United 
States would suffer an incritable defoat. The 
South has been assured that the flowor of the 
Confederate soldiery was blooming in full 
rigor at that genial spot, and that the Union 
reapers could, in no possible way, gather a 
harrest thero. To cap the climax, the re- 
doubtable Beauregard, a 6ynonym of invinci- 
bility, was in command. From his lofty pin- 
nacle of self-satisfaction, Beauregard in turn 
assured the Sju'h that the unconquerable Trice, 
the matchless VanDorn, and tho mighty Bragg 
were at Corinth, and therefore the Southern 
breast might hush itself into repose. It is very 
certain, from the general faith which the mis- 
guided rebels wero induced to pin to Corinthian 
success, that a well-contested battle, even 
ending in the defoat of the rebels could not 
hare been so disastrous to the traitors as the 
flight from Corinth. Demoralization and des- 
pair are now the rule among tho Confederate* ; 
hope among them is the exception. The reb- 
els are broaking to pieces by the weight of 
their own fears and despair. Tho flight from 
Corinth had its cogent reasons, and the rcbol 
sympathisers may draw such comfort as they 
can from what are, to us, the palpable rcasonB 
for it. 

We have received a letter from one of 
the ablest officers in General Halleck's Divi- 
sion of the army. He refers to the constancy 
of the desertion from the rebels that was going 
on. The letter mentions that one squad of 
twenty were seen running from a denso wood 
occupied by tho pickets of the enemy, and they 
made their way into the Federal lines. They 
stated that the discontent among Beauregard's 
forces was nearly universal; that entire com- 
panies known to them, and nearly all of some 
of the regiments, wore only waiting an oppor- 
tunity to desert. This officer, from whom we 
recuved the letter, states that immediately 
after the flight of these men from the woods, 
a heavy firing commeuced in tho wood, 
and was kept up fiercely upwards of an 
hour. As the woods were occupied cx- 
clusiroly by rebel troops, the inference 
is proper that a mutiny had occurred 
and that the rebels were butchering one 
another. In confirmation of tho existence of 
this state of things, we hare the news from 
Virginia of the rebellion of three thousand 
Georgians at Richmond, who, with all their 
officers, refusod any longer to feed tho treason 
with their blood. Our correspondent gires us 
minute details, which we cannot publisu, which 
satisfied us that the rebels would receire their 
doom on Thursday last, if they remained at 
Corinth. But our correspondent had his con- 
victions on Sunday last, when he wrote to us, 
that tho rebels would fly from Corinth, and we 
presume that no one in General Halleck's 
army, who knew as much of affairs there as 
our correspondent did, was surprised by the 
fifts'mn'.i. :.J^eJ - "iwpforth the_Siiutb 
protectors" than its "invaders." They may 
well exclaim, "Save us from our friends." 

The flight from Corinth gives us Grand 
Junction, which virtually surrenders Memphis, 
and all Northern and Western Mississippi. The 
railroad from Grand Junction to New Orleans 
will soon be in possession of General Halleck's 
and General Butler's forces, and all the rest of 
the States of Mississippi and Alabama must of 
necessity return to their allegiance to the 
Union. Fort Wright and the rebel fleet are 
used up by the flight from Corinth. The spi- 
nal cord of the rebellion is under the influence 
of that fell disease known as ramoltissement, 
and it makes no kind of difference whether 
the neck of the rebellion is broken at Rich- 
mond to-morrow, or next day, or next week, 
this di seaso of tho ccrd will soon finish the 
business. 

Ab for protecting the Union men of Weston 
Virginia. Kentucky, M:d lie Tennessee, and Mis- 
souri— ^hay should be able by this time to pro- 
tect themselves. Are they innocent eher p, who.-e 
tender throats naughty wolves mav knaw at 
their pleasure, in the absence of United States 
regular troop ? It belongs to the piace and law- 
abidipg people to put down marauders. Uthey 
cannot do it, they must, In moat cases, suffer the 
consequences. — On. Commercial. 

Undoubtedly the Union men, in the States 
named, could take care of themselves if they 
had fair play. But in Southern Kentucky, 
and a few other portions of the State, in a 
considerable part of Missouri, and in the 
whole of Tennessee, the rebels, for a long pe- 
riod, had their own way, and during that pe- 
riod they took possession of tho arms of all 
the Union men, and they hold possession of 
them still. The loyal people in many large 
sections haro been robbed of their whole means 
of self-defence, and, haring been plundered of 
their other property as well as of their weapons, 
they are too poor to buy guns or anything elso. 

If the resident Union men ererywhere must 
protect thcmselres, let tho Gorernment sec 
that they hare the means of doing it. Thou- 
sands and tens of thousands of them were com- 
pelled by rebel bands, through whipping and 
threats of haDging, to bring forth and giro up 
the guns and pistols they had hidden, and now, 
if need be, let erory disloyal citizen bo dis- 
armed and his arms placed in loyal hands. 
Rebels have some rights, but the right to bear 
arms is not one of them. 

O" The authorities of Vicksburg seem a 
curious combination of the bully and the 
coward. When the Commander of our gun- 
boats asked for the city's surrender, they an- 
swered, "Mississippians don't know how, and 
refuse to learn how, to surrender to an enemy. 
If you think you can teach them, come and 
try." "Let your women and children be re- 
moved in twenty-four hours," replied the Com- 
mander. "Ob, please give us till next Fri- 
day, only five days, " was now the humble pe- 
tition. 

We hope that the Commander didn't give 
an hour beyond the twenty-four. The time 
was enough for the purpose designated. The 
women and children could get out of so small 
a place as Vicksburg in one day as well as in five. 
The additional time was asked to enable rebel 
reinforcements to come to the rescue, or to ob- 
tain and plant batteries and fortifications, or 
to bury torpedoes and arrange other plans of 
murder, or to convey away and hide public 
property, or for all these purposes and others 
combind. 'lis a funny idea that a fleet should 
be nearly a week off a villago waiting for non- 
combatants to get out of the way. And the 
request that it should do so is an ^musing se- 
quel to the blustering defiance, ' if you think 
you can teach us, como and try." 

sST A telegraphic despatch, published yes- 
terday, says that Gen. Halleck's forces have 
"got a strong position right in the enemy's 
teeth." We hope they havn t got a position 
right between his teeth. 



•ST Roger Hanson obtained permission to 
go from Fort Warren to City Faint in Vir- 
ginia, on parole, believing that he had Gen. 
Huger's positive promise to exchange Colonel 
Corcoran for him. But ho has returned, curs- 
ing Huger for bad faith. Well, Roger, you 
had no right to expect any other kind of faith 
from a rebel. Now go quietly back to Boston 
Harbor, and bo thankful that you are out of 
harm's way. 

Now sinco writing that laBt sentonce, we 
have learned that Roger Hanson has deter- 
mined to take the oath of allegiance to the U. 
S. Government and become a loyal citizen. 
Well, we are very glad of it. \Vo always 
thought, even when he was a rebel in arms, 
that there was some good in him. We arc 
gratified and not surprised to learn that he has 
too much common sense, if not too much pa- 
triotism, to spend his life in prison, a martyr 
to a cause which ho must know to be a failure. 
Roger will no doubt come back now and again 
be "a Union man without an if or a but," for 
ho has too much pride of character, and we 
trust too much of principle, to take the oath to 
bo loyal with any intention of breaking it

The Board of Aldermen pro- 
poses to have the policemen nominated try a om- 
miiaion, to be c.'mpxed of ihe Mayor and 
four members of the General Council, whereas, 
the Common (Join II adheres toite expressed wish 
to make (be police elec'ive by the two boards in 
j )int session. Alderman Downing, the extremely 
sagacious member for the Tenth Ward, offered a 
resolution at the last meeting of the Councils, 
which affords, »n think, a solution of the prob 
lem. Mr. Downing proposes that the present 
policemen shall timply renew their botdi 
and hold over until September 1st, or 
until snch other time as the Ueneral 
Council may agree upon. Our present police 
f iree is deimed efficient, and we do not koow that 
a wish exists in any quarter to make the least 
change in that department of the city govern- 
ment. We are not familiar with the sentiments 
of the members of either board in referenco to 
Mr. Downiog's proposition, as both boards ad 
j mrned pending its ducunion, but we feel sure its 
adoption would relieve the minds of policemen, 
while it would gratify the .public and open the 
way to more mef.il legislation. 



Tiik Suicide nkar New Ai.is an t.— The New 
Albany Ledger furnishes some cf the circum- 
stances connected wilh tho self-destructioc of the 
lady who threw herself from the New Albany 
ferry-boat on Thursday evening. Her name was 
Mrs. Uobloman, wife of the Kov. Mr. fjobloman, a 
Hapti.it Minister of Louisville. No reason can lie 
assigned by her boreaveJ husband for the rath act. 
She left her home in Louisville on Tuesday even- 
ing to visit some friends in New Albany, with 
whom she remained during the njght. She ap- 
peared to be in very low spirits, but made no par- 
ticular complants, we are informed. She left the 
residence of her friends during the forenoon to re- 
turn home, crossed over to Portland, where she 
remained while the boat made a couple of trip?, 
then got on tho boat again, passed over to New 
Albany, back again to Portland, and half-way 
back to New Albany, when she made the fatal 
leap into the river.

On Tuesday night 
Lieutenants I >anlop and Ricbard'. of the same 
regiment, returned from a trip to Anderson coun- 
ty, bringing with them as prisoners William M. 
Bjwan, James Magune, G. B. Taylor, F. M. 
Boorne, C. Hagleman, S. B. Kenwick, E. S 
Dawson, Jobn Howard, Joseph L. Ambrose, E. 
P. B.etlon, K. Taylor, William II inks, and John 
H. McBrayer. Ol Tuesday Liuitonant Robins, 
of the same regiment, returned from Harrison 
county, accompanied by Wilford Durcan, a noted 
rebel of tbat region. 

Annus im Bath County. — A correspondent 
writing from Bath county, Ky., says that a forco 
of about fifty Federal cavalry came into tbat coun- 
ty, on Monday last, and arrested two men \<y the 
name of Burbridge. One of them bad just returned 
from Mar hall's camp. It has created a great Hut 
tor and stir among the rebols there. A gentleman 
by tho name of Baxter, who was lorn and raised 
n Bath county, has just returned from Richmond | 
Virginia, where he has boon since las' Jine. He 
says that he left there to keep out of tho army, 
as the Confederates are forcing all able bodied 
men into tbe service. Ho says he left Richmond 
.i > ut two weeks ago, and then tho rebels wero 
removing everything to Danville, near the North - 
Carolina line, and that it was the impression 
among tbe citizans that Richmond would bo 
abandoned, and tbat at Danville they would miike 
a fight. He says that nearly everybody in Vir- 
ginia belongs to the army. Humphrey Mir lull 
and his forces are near Abingdon, on the railroad. 



South Carolina. — A letter received recently 
in New York from a lawyer in Charleston gives 
a very gloomy statomont of tho condition I f af- 
fairs in that city. Ha says (bat there were a 
large number of respectable, wealthy, and influ- 
ential persons there who were, like bimstlf, thor- 
oughly opposed to the whole secession movement, 
but that thev^were utterly overborne and sliced 
by the mass. No man dare avow such a &nli- 
tuoal there, no matter what bis standing or jjosi- 
tion. lie had himself already paid (2,500, whicl 
bad been exacted as a contribution towards the 
expeosos of tbe movement, and there was every 
prospect that th'ss exections would grow heavier 
and nv re frequent. The condition of affairs, be 
said, was perfectly awful — such as he had never 
expee'ed to see in this ountry.

Rebel Deserters Flocking Northward. 
The Paducah corresponded of the Chicago Jour- 
nal, who is vouched for as a man of veracity, and 
in a position (o know whereof he speaks, informs 
(ha( piper that witbin n fow weeks over live hun- 
dred deserters from the rebel army at Corinth 
havo arrived at tbat pi see, reported themselves at 
tho Provost Marshal s office, and voluntarily 
tuken the oath of allegiance to the Government 
of the United States. These men express them- 
selves disgusted with the wicked rebellion into 
which they have eitber been deluded or forced. 
They come straggling in almost daily; worn, weary, 
and dejected — and declare themselves tick of 
Jeff Davis's Confederacy. Many also reach Fort 
Henry, Columbus, Hickman, and other Federal 
posts. Some of tbe more timid of these deserters 
resort to various expedients to report tbemsolve- 
(o the Federal military authorities. As an e x - 
ample, one of them, who kopt himself concealed 
ip tho country near Paducab, sent in the follow- 
ing penitent letter a day or two bsfbro he ven- 
tured to come in him elf : 
tientlemtn Officers of the Federal Army: 

Sirs: For Ibe last ten months I have been in 
open rebellion against tbe General Government; 
and as I wish to return as the ancient prodigal to 
the old Government, I will State a few of the 
many rsasons why I thus act: In the first place, 
1 was led to believe by leading sccsseionisls that 
tho whole ol'jict cf the North was to free the ne- 
gro and place bim on an equality wil b (be white...

Proposed Guerilla War in Kentucky.— 
Information comes to us from vari us quarters in 
Kentucky of the progress of a traitor plot in that 
State. There can be no donb'. that it is extensive 
and dangerous in its charr.o'or. The traitors are 
in motion all over the State, arjd are evidently 
acting in concert. Thev have been for months 
secretly preparing, and now are finding their way 
by squad i to appointed places, and expect to >n to 
open a predatory warfare.

Daring nearly all last n'ght the moving of cars 
with euppre CM whistles sonuding, betokened tint 
some mcivoment was going on, but not being an 
extraordinary occurrence, was not considered of 
an extraordinary narure. About .'. o'clock iu tbe 
mornirg several explosions were distinctly heard. 
Immediately "after skirmishers were thrown out, 
and a general advance commenced. 

There is a very large amount of railroad iron 
untouched, there being some twelve or fifteen 
tracks radiating (rem tbe depot lo the entrench 
ments. with side tracks and switches, enabling 
them to move troops with great rapidity. 

From all the information gleaned fr rn prison- 
ers, it is thonghl that the evacuation commenced 
at sundown last night the rebel army, retreating 
in three directions — sast, west, and south. 

Iteauregard stated to the citizms, last nicht, 
that be intendod evacuating and throwing him- 
se'f on both our flanks. 

At this hour Corinth is held as an cu'p.ist, and 
our cavalry are searching for the en«my. That 
sent by Gen. Pope came upon and dispersed Hu 
enemv, eight miles bslow Corinth, on the Mobile 
and Ohio railroad, in the net of burning a bridge, 
capturing forty prisoners. 

Tho enemy's rear guard destroyed tho depot, a 
fow bales of cotton, and a church, and intended 
destroying the eniire vilbgo, but Ihe citizens 
savtd some fifty bouses. Ths rebel] also broke 
open stores and burned their contents. 

A large cavalrv force under Colonel l.lliott, 
sent out on Wednesday bv a circuitous route 
to da'roy a railroad bridge on tbe Mobile 
and Ohio railroad, south of Cotintb, though 
yet returned, we learn from prisoners 
that it was ki own at Corinth last night that a 
Urge bridge had bosn destroyed, lorty miles 
South, bv a body of our cavalry, and that Gen. 
Pope's 20 plunder Parrotts yesterday enfiladed 
tbeir camps, killing oighly men and one hundred 
horses. Also, tbat a 30-pound Parrott shell 
thrown into Corinth by Pope.ji.i an experiment, 
destroyed a locomotive and killed the engineer. 

It is thought ani'ing mili'ary men that the de- 
struc'ion of the bridge south, the uncom'ortable 
proximity of the falling shells, and the possibility 
fa Federal success on tho Misisjippi, wore the 
causes of*tbe evacuation. 

The enemy's works are certainty of very great 
rengtb, and cap3bl»of stout reeister.es.

AVai Orleunt. May 25 — Gentlemen: Wo have 
now passed a crisis in political ulltirs in Ibis city. 
Most of the true Unionists and patriots have been 
victims, and suffered in properry and business, 
and still more iu feeling, under the mojt vindic- 
tive persecution. Our city is d-jwiiluto of every- 
rbing. It is useless to expect nnylhiug like a 
safe t-usineis or personal uafety in any part of 
the Slave State', u iless the whole country 
is held by military occupancy and ruililary 
power. One-third of our population must bs ex- 
pelled from the country and their placei supplied 
by Northern colonists. I', will take years to sub- 
due the proud deipitu Mid overthrow finally this 
tyranny, which has always ruled ahsdutoly 
wherever Blavery exists. I have lived hers forty 
years. I koow almost every one, and something 
of everylhiug tbat is going on. 1 thick there 
will be a fine opening for commerce here. New 
Orleans will inevitably be a greater centre of 
business in future than heretofore. My property 
is lying idle. I am losing tbe revenue of 
ordinary times. Ojr currency is useless for all 
business purposes. Our banks are to resume specie 
payments scon and scatter the Ccnftd' rato t'ash 
to the wind 1 repeat there must be a strict mili- 
tary occupancy of this whole country for years. 
Tbe population must be cbang d and slavery 
abolished be'ore poacs and safety can be establish- 
ed in every part of this country. The old pirates 
and bucanneers have only been driven ou shore 
frt in the gulf b y steam power on I be sea.. They 
have vastly multiplied in numbers and increased 
in villainy by the change.

th. honor to submit to you a mora dat.il*d "P"l 
of the expedition resultinK m the defeat of the 
enemy under Col. John hcr^n at Lebanon, 
Tenn. on the morninn of Mav J h, 18W. 

On Friday night, May 2J, 1862, at midnight, 1 
received a despatch, sent by Brigadier General 
Negley from Columbia, Tenn., informing me 
that on that day Morgan, at the hoad of two 
thousand men, had, at Pnlaski, Tenn , captured 
280 convalescents cf Gen. Mi:cheH'a ominand, 
and was then attacking Uen. Mitchell's wanon 
train, south of Pnlaski, and asking me to send 
reinforcement*. Upon glancing over tie map 1 
was satisfied that 1 could not get troops to Pu- 
latki in time to participate in anything to be 
done there, but that I might stand a chance to 
intercept the enemy bv pushing with all speed 
by railway to Shclbvville and tbence in pursuit 
shaping my course uy the route of th. aoaiBy. I 
immediately telegraphed to Col. DuffleM alMur- 
freeaboro to hold 1,000 infantry In readiness » 
move by rail by the time of my arrival; that I 
would be there with the cars to transport them 
before morning. One hour afterwards I was on 
my way with the train, accompanied by a guard 
of 30 men from the olst Ohio regiment, Col. 
Stanley Matthew.', whom 1 consulted as to th* 
course beat to be pursued, and who retdared me 
what I consider judicious and valuable ad- 
vice and prompt assistance. Upon him 
1 devolved my command at Nashville, during 
my temporary absence from the city. At 
six o'clock on Saturday morning, May 3id, I 
reached Murfre*sboro with the train, but, to mv 
mortification, found that my despatch to Col. 
Duffisld had not been delivered, and that troops 
were not ready. I went to Col. Duffield s camp 
and informed Mm what I wanted. In the shortest 
possible time he had the 9th Michigan, Lieut. Col. 
Purkhurst, and the 8th Kentucky, Col. atom, 
on board the cars, and with these regiments, Col. 
Duflield and myself proceeded forthwith on the 
Nashville and Chattanooga Railroad to Wartrace. 
At Wartrace I posted the 8th Kentucky regiment 
and the 30 men from Col. Matthews I rogiment, 
with a view to Intercept the enemy, should be 
attempt to cross the railroad at that place. Hav- 
ing ordered the 4th Kentucky Cavalry forward 
from Wartrace to Shelbyville, wllb the Jtb 
Michigan, I proceeded to Sh«lbyville and there 
posted it with the same view. At Shelbyville 1 
learned that the enemy had encamped on 1-riday 
night near Farmington, which is about half way 
botween Shelbvvillo and Pulaeki. I reached 
Shelbyville about ft o'clock, P.M., on Friday, and 
immediately ordered forward the 38ih Indiana 
regiment, Lt. Col. Merriweather, towards Farm- 
ington. As vain as it would seem for infantry 
troop* to overtake a mounted enemy, I considered 
it beet to have them about, in view of the infor- 
mal bn which bad been given me »s to Morgan's 
strength. Ejger f>r the pr»/> never did men 
make a better march than did this regiment on 
that night, and if it did not finally participite in 
the engagement, it »m simply because a pbysicil 
impossibility stood in the way. I feel grateful to 
Lt. Col. Merriweather and his regiment for the 
promptness and seal displayed in joining me in 
the pursuit of the enemy. 

With some 300of the 4th Kentucky cavalry, 
Col. 6. Clay Sm th, I followed the 88th Indiana 
regiment towanfc Farmington, not being able to 
get ready to start as promptly as did Col. Merri- 
weather. At tridnignt I halted my command and 
sent forward scouts to ascertain the whereabouts 
of th* anemy. and learned that h* had crossed 
Duck river th*' morning, making towards Doo- 
little, on the SMby ville and Nashville turnpike. 
With that start t seemed evident that he could 
not be overtake w jth infantry; still, I directed 
Lient. Col. NerWweatht-r and Lieut. Col. Ruck- 
stuhl, of the 4 h Kentucky cavalry, to follow on 
his trail. Believing tw the enemy intended to 
port uo an easterly direction ana, t 0 cross the raH- 
rradatsom* point between Wartrace and ilur- 
fr**sboro, I, with a detachment of (\,\. Smith's 
4th Kentucky cavalry, returned to Shelbyville, 
reaching that placea little before day break. 1 dV, 
reeted Col. Nuffield to again take the cars, with t he 
9t_ Dclcfaigan, and go to the bridge north of War- 
trac fearing that Morgan would cross at that 
place before 1 would intercept bim and burn the 
briige. I proceeded myself on Sunday morning, 
alter an boor's rest, with Col. Smith and the de^ 
iBchment from bis command, towards Murfrees- 
boro, hoping to intercept Morgan as he crossed the 
Shelbyville and Murfreesboro pike. Knowing 
that infantry conld no longer aid me, and still 
supposing the enemy strong, I sent a courier for- 
ward to Murfreesboro with word to Col. Wyn- 
koop, 7th Pennsylvania cavalry, and Col. Wol- 
ford, 1st Kentucky cavalry, to meet me at 2 
o'clock P. M. of Sunday. Wynkoop did meet mo 
with 120 of bis men, informing me that Morgan 
had already crossed the railroad between Mur- 
freesboro »nd Nashville, tearing op the track, 
burning cotton, &c, and that Woltord had gone 
-■iS-C^HHii:. Causing Wynkoop to join me with 
his 1^0 men, I hastened forward to Murfreesboro, 
arrived there at 5 o'clock P. M. of Suoday, fed 
my horses, and pushed forward towards Lebanon, 
Col. Dutheld and Lieut. Col. Parkburat accom- 
panying me. 

I had proceeded from Murfreesboro about ei^ bt 
miles towards Lebanon, when, to my utter amaze- 
ment, I met Colonel Wolford coming back with 
his command. He informed me t hat he had fol- 
lowed the enemy until almost reaching bim, when 
he was overtaken with an order from Murfrees- 
boro to return, on account cf an apprehended at- 
tack on that town. I ordered bim to join me, 
wbicb he obeyed with alacrity and gladness, and 
having now some six hundred troops of the 1st 
and t h Kentncky and 7th Pennsylvania cavaliy, 
I pushed towards Lebanon, confident that, after 
my long, tedious, and discouraging marcb, I would 
yet be able to strike the enemy before he C3u!d 
cross the Cumberland and get beyond my reach. 
At a little after midnight 1 reached a point within 
fonr miles of Lebanon, and learning that Morgan 
was certainly there, posted a guard t j intercept 
any one that might give him intelligence of my 
approach, and halted with a view of resting my 
greatly fatigued men and of striking him at day- 
break. A little before the break of day I moved 
forward at a rapid pace, the detachment from the 
7th Pennsylvania, led by Colonel Wynkoop, in 
advance, followed by Colonel Wolford at the hoad 
of the detachment of tbe 1st Kentucky cavalry. 
Colonel G.Clay Smith commanded th* raar guard, 
composed of a detachment from the 4;h Kentucky 
cavalry. I directed Wynkoop and Wolford to 
move at full speed into town by different streets 
and charge upon th* enemy, believing that the 
benefits resulting to us by his surprise would be 
of more value than any advantage I could obtain 
by a different policy. I felt confident that I could 
whip him if he did not o: cape, and that all I had 
to fear wai from his heel* . that the beet way to 
prevent his escape was to precipitate my main 
force upon him, strike him bard and fast, and not 
suffer him to get out of my sight or beyond my 
reach. To avoid the risk of this course, I held 
Colonel Smith's 4th- Kentucky momentarily in 
reserve. 

1 hesitated some in pursuing this policy of ma - 
king a charge without knowing precisely the en- 
emy's position or strength, but am now fully 
satisfied that his escape would bave been inevita- 
ble, if it had not been adopted, as the roads lead- 
ing from tbe town were very numerous, many of 
them diverging at right angles from the main 
roads outside of town. 

The enemy, it seems, were in two sqoadroos, 
one in charge of Morgan and the other in charge 
of Lieut. Col. Wood, all nnder command of Mor- 
gan. Morgan occupied the college, a large, mass- 
ive building on a hill to the right of the road, 
along which I must enter tbe town. Wood and 
his men occupied the public square, and the va- 
riousbulldings in and around it, including an im- 
mense livery stable and the Odd Fellows' Hall, 
which were not immediately upon the rquare. 

To charge upon or approach Morgan at all, it 
waa necessary that the attacking forces should go 
beyond him into the public fquare, because there 
was tirst a creek, then a stone fence, then a bill, 
and then a board fence between tbe road and the 
college, and to get beyond these obstacles my 
whole line was exposed to a fire from Morgan op 
the right and from Wood in front. The charge 
was most gallantly made by Col. Wynkoop and 
Wolford, and seeing that to hold Col. Smith in 
reserve was but to expose him to the fire of Mor- 
gan, with no ability to return it effectively, 
rather than order bim to fall back, I directed him 
to charge also throngh another street into the 
public square. A terrible fight ensued; no man 
flinched. Oa every side, wherever 1 looked, de- 
termined vaepr and heroic courage war* conspicu- 
ous. 

It was as y*t hardly light; th* rain fell in tor- 
rant*. Th* town was illuminated by a sheet of 
flame and redclent with tbe unceasing roll of 
musketry. Morgan did not at this time come 
down to the cquare, but maintained his ground on 
the bill and in tbe lane to the north of the cel- 
lege, and from tbence lent his troops in the town 
what aid he could by opening upon us an annoy- 
ing but not a destructive tire. From the fire of 
the first gun my troops constantly advanced, gave 
back not an inch, while th* enemy quailed before 
the valor, wavered before the deadly tire of mv 
men, and finally broke and fled in every direction 
and in the utmost terror. During the deadly strife, 
Col. G. Clay Smith was shot in the leg painfully] 
but bravely kept tho field at the head of bis men 
until the enemy finally fled, and then joined many 
miles in pursuit. 

Col. Wolford was badly wounded in the abdo- 
m«n by a pistol shot, and by a desperate charge 
upon the head of his column cut off from his com- 
mand and captured, but subsequently recaptured. 
H* is a brave and determined man, and his troops 
on this occasion proved themselves worthy of so 
gallant a leader. After Wolford was wounded 
and captured, hia command devolved upon Lieut 

L ? t £ h * r ' "5 faithfully, and 

bravely did he take upon himself the responsibili- 
ty, and do his duty. He won credit, and it is 
pleasant to me to award it. The public niuare 
being cleared of tbe enemy, th* field being ours 
in this quarter, I determined now to direct my 
attention more particularly to Morgan on the hill 
who bad-annoyed us a good deal, and had, up to 
this time been engaged by but a small part of my 
command. 

Inspired by the success that we had already 
achieved, my gallant trap) had no sooner re- 
ceived my command than tbey engaged Morgan 
closely, and cam* down upon bim with a j»r. 
Their fire was so well directed and soon became 
so hot that he gave way In good order and led us 
a chase through many of the streets and allies of 
the town, thinking that he would be able to 
dodge us and make his escape on a road unob- 
served. To this end he made many attempts to 
decoy me after small parties that would approach 
us, fare into us, and then slowly retreat. I suf- 
fered not myself to be thus put upon the wrong 
eves upon, and save mv at- 



lenelh disconcerted and defeated his purposes by 
bringing all mv force to bear upon him and com- 
pelling him to stand or be put to utter rout. He 
chose tbe latter, and fled toward that point on the 
Cumberland river at which the town of Rome is 
situated. That town is thirteen mile* from Leb- 
anon. He fled at full speed, and waa joined a 
mile from town, at the junction of an intersecting 
road, by some two hundred or three hundred 
men, driven by us from the public square. My 
troops, with the exception of a portion left be- 
hind unier tbe gallant Colonel Duffield and 
Lieut. Colonel Parkhurst, to look after such of 
the enemy as might still be secreted in the houses, 
followed, "never permitting the enemy to get out 
of sight, killing wounding, and taking prisoners 
at every half mile, for tin distance of twen- 
ty miles, and not losing a man on our part 
in the chase. At Rome we recaptured Colonel 
Wolford, who had been carrisd at a f jarful rate, 
wounded as he was, a distance of thirteen miles. 
Having followed the enemy until my horses be- 
gan to drop dead under their riJers and unti the 
enemy bad been so killed, wounded, captured, or 
escaped singly by by-roads, that not to exceed 
foremen wire still togethsr the pursuit was 
finally abandoned at Cirtbage. From Lebanon to 
Carthags the road was strewn with the dead and 
wounded enemy, and with many horses that had 
been shot or had fallen dead from exhaustion. In 
this latter respect my command suffered even 
more than the enemv. Bearing our trophies of 
victory taken in the ch.se, consisting of upwards 
of one'hundred prisoners besides those token in the 
town and many horsos and arms, 1 ordered my 
command back. I had not proceeded far on my 
return until met bv a messenger informing me 
that they were still fighting at Lebanon. 1 
hastened with all speed, but found all quiet and 
in good order when I arrived, but learned from 
Col. Duffield and Lient. Col. Parkhurst and Maj 
J. D. Brents, to all of whom 1 am greatly in- 
debted for th* most valuable aid, that after I had 
followed the retreating enemy with iny mam 
command, it was discovered that some sixty or 
seventy were in the Odd Fellows' Hall. These 
bad been, in mv absence, surrounded and cap- 
tured. Lieut. Col. Wood was among the number. 
All their horses, arms, and equipments wero also 
captured. This was a good j b, and made me 
proud of tbe victory achieved, valor displayed, 
and trophies won. _ 

Lieut. Col. Wood tooa. ioru h » i» .hi. H.ii ,„ 
the hope that all mv troops would follow Morgan, 
and that be could "then withdraw with his men 
and escape. In this purpose he was signally de- 
feated by tho vigilance of Col. Duflisld, Lieut. 
Col Parkhurst, Msjor. Brents, Capt. Essington, 
Lieut. Birnet, and tbe officers and men to whom 
that duty had been by me confided. It waa M*j. 
Brents who threw a guard of the 1st Kentucky 
cavalry to the rear and prevented the escape. To 
this faithful officer I am greatly iodebted for val- 
uable service in charge of the prisoners and cap- 
tured property, as well as his Assistant Adjutant, 
M C. Bavins, 1th Kentucky cavalry. 

The disloyal inhabitants, it is bslioved by 
many, united with the enemy, tired from the 
bouses upon and killed some of my meu. 1 
thought to puDisb these murdorous "non-com 
batants" and assassins by burning down the homes 
from which the firing csuie, but found that I 
could not do it without destroying the property of 
Union men, of which some of tho best specimens 
in Tennessee or any other land or country res-ide 
in this town. I feared, too, that I might make 
mistake and do injustice, as some that I arrested 
declired that, though tiriug came from their 
houses, tbey did not fire, but that Morgan's and 
Wood's men, when hotly pursued, broke into the 
houses and did the firing. Such was possible. I 
doubted, but could not disprove It 

Of the horses csp'ured, many had been taken 
by Morgan from loval citizen?; indeed, that 
seems to 'is bis mode of always keeping well 
mounted on fresh hones- I have returned many 
of the^e, and it affor* me great pleasure to do it. 

In this expeditiot we killed and wounded many 
of tbe enemy. Aiumber were killed and wound- 
ed in town, but^y f » r the greater number in tb« 
pursuit. The/ b». v along tbe road to' - distance 
of twenty *" M - On our ret"™ we found that 
many of <J« m bad been t.kon away by the inhabi- 
tants -'have been told that we killed upwards of 
sixty among whom was Capt. A. C. Brown, of 
Lnu&iara, brother in-law of Gov. Isham G. Har- 
ris. We captured upwards of 150 prisoners, 
i.mong whom is Lieut. Col. R. C. Wood, of West 
Adams regiment of cavalry, one assistant-surgeon, 
one captain, two .'leutenante acting as captains, 
one lieutenant, 'be adjutant of West Adams re- 
giment of cayolry, one lieutenant, ths actiug ad- 
jutant of Morgan's squadron, four other lieuten- 
ants, and twenty-three non-commissioned officers, 
including 'be sergeant-major of Morgan's squad- 
ron. 

We captured upwards of 150 horses and mules, 
many saddles and bridles, and many swords, guns, 
and pistols. A number of negro slaves fell into 
cur bands, acting as the servants of Morgan's 
officers and men. 

We captured an elegant American flag that had 
been token from tbe dome of the court-nouse the 
night before. Also, a rat-it elegant sword nre- 
sentod to Major Grosvonor, of tbe 18th Ohio Vol- 
unteers, and captured by Morgan at Pulaski from 
Adjutant J. C. Neil, who was deputed by tbe 
donors to present It. It will afford me pleasure to 
return it to its gallant owner. Wo also captured 
Morgan's negro and mare. Morgan told Col. 
Wolford, whilo the Colonel was in bis bands as a 
prisoner, that his force was upwards of 800 Our 
loss was ten killed, 21 wounded, and five missing, 
a list of which is appended. 

It will be observed that, in this expedition, I 
flUrtod with nothing but infantry, and tbat owing 
to tbe colerity of tho enemy, I was compelled to 
drop my infantry, and that 1 finally fought the 
battle wholly witb cavalry; that 1 started south- 
ward, but finally struck the enemy eaBt and north 
of Nasbvillo, and more than one bundrod milos 
from v- here I first took his trail. It would be un- 
just not to state tbe part the infantry bore in tbis 
expedition (though it was not their good fortune 
to be in the fight), and to avoid that injustice my 
report is longer than I could wish. Tbe time con- 
sumed, in this expedition, the distance travelled, 
tbe changing character of my troops, and the de- 
tails of the light and pursuit, will, I trust, afford 
a sufficient apilogy for so many words. As 1 had 
to gather up my fighling^men here and there, as 
I marched, it makes details prolix. 

In the "chase," tbe long chase, that stalwart 
and bravo old man, Col. Wynkoop, 7th Pennsyl- 
vania cavalry, led the van, cheering his men on, 
and still on. Capt. David Braden, Assistant 
Adjutant General on my Staff, is worthy of fa- 
vorable mention. Quick, active, determined, 
and brave, no one, no matter bow experi-nced 
or meritorious, could have rendered me better 
service or held out under the most exhausting 
fatigue with more UDllaggiog ipirit. He was in 
the midst and thickest of the right in town, at 
tbe head of the chase, and the last to abandon it. 

Major James Given, 7th Pennsylvania cavalry, 
after fighting most bravely aod proving himself 
ef the most undoubted pluck, fell into the 
hands of the enemv — mistaking Morgan's forces 
for those of Wolford's. He was carried by Mor- 
gan a few miles beyond Carthage and released on 
his parole. After his capture the command of his 
f quadr, n devolved upon Captain Essington, who 
did good service and approved himse f equal to 
tbe emergency. He was. as I am informed, a 
valuable auxiliary to Col. Duffield, in tbe capture 
of Lieut. Col. Wood and bis band. - 

Special mention may witb propriety be made of 
Lieut. 1:. F. Ms-, a. Adjutant of Col. Wynkoop. 
He was conspicuous throughout the fight fi r his 
intrepidity. He was wounded in the arm, and 
his escape from death was most marvellous, as is 
attested by the fact that his rubber coat was 
pierced by many bullets. , 
Second Lieutenants Greeno and Taylor, of tbe 
same regiment, are also named with great praise 
for good conduct. They were both wounded, but 
would not leave tbe field until the enemy was 
vanquished and routed, and victory won. 

William Spence, a citizen of Murfreesboro, 
Tenn., acted as my volunteer aid on this occasion, 
and rendered me service for which I must ever 
feel grateful. He is true as steel, and an utter 
stranger to fear. 

I particularly noticed upon the field the conduct 
of Lieut. M. C. Bayles, Adjutant 4th Kentucky 
Cavalry. It waa such as to excite admiration 
and to merit warm commendation. If I had pro- 
motion to bestow for capacity and good conduct, 
1 know not whore I would tiod a more worthy, 
capable, and gallant recipient. Col. G. Clay 
Smith mentions him in his report in terms of 
praise. He also speaks of the meritorious con- 
duct cf Maj >t John F. Gunkle, Surgeon Samuel 
L Adams, Capts. Kurfees, Magowao, Willing, 
Lieuts. Bennett, Bild, Kerns, Ryan, Weston, 
Rogers, Fritscb, and Church, "and his aid G. Clay 
Goodloe, all of the 4th Kentucky Cavalry. It 
affords me pleasure to add my testimony to that 
of their gallant Colonol. He awards them no 
credit to which they are not well entitled. 

Of the 7lh Pennsylvania cavalry credit is due 
to Captains Dartb, 'May, Sharer, and McCormick, 
and to Lieutenants Hilier, Veil, Childs, Umbl*- 
by, McFadlen, Ricketts, Reed, Burge, Warlield, 
Allison, and Wood, as well as to such officers of 
said rogiments as have been already named. I 
especially noticed Captain McCormick performing 
deeds of valor requiring a strong arm, a steady 
band, and a stout heart. 

It waa not the good fortune of Lieut. Co'. Ruck- 
s.uhl and Capt. Chilsor, 4th Kentucky cavalry, 
to be in this bght, but tbere was no one in the 
fight entitled to more credit than they. They it 
was who, under my orders, followed Morgan day 
and nuht with bat a handful of men, so to tpsak 
from Friday to Sunday night. It was through 
their instrumentality that I was able to keep tbe 
trail of the enemy while trying to gather tbe 
force with which to chastise biiu. I would be 
unmindful of merit If I did not speak of them in 
terms of commendation. 

Of tbe 1st Kentucky cavalry, besides those al- 
ready named, particular mention is made, in the 
report cf Major Brents, of Capte. Sweeny, Ow- 
ens, Morrison, Coppage, Dillon, Jenkins, Hack- 
ley, Alexander, Carter, Smith. Lieut. Adams, 
Quartermaster. Lieuts. Wolford, Dry, Coppage, 
Perkins, Carr, Van Dyke, Dillon, Ballard, Jen- 
kins, Blace, Burton, Robson, Dick, Huffaker, 
Mays, Pankey, Hill, Fishback, Luckett, and Ro- 
land. What tbe Myjjr says meet* my approba- 
tion. They will merit the praise he so hand- 
somely bestows. 

I can bestow no praise upon t he soldiers of my 
command that would exceed their merit; they 
cannot be individually named, but tbe victcry, 
after all, is theirs, theirs the honor, theirs the 
plaudits of a grateful country. 

In tbis cor diet some of them poured out their 
blood and offered up their lives upon their coun- 
try's altar. Of such, weak and feeble are the 
words that 1 may utter. Gallant spirits ! they 
fcught to maintain liberty on earth and died to 
perpetuate tbe best government upon which the 
j|*y » v « dawned. Tb» soil upon which tb*y 
bled will bs sacred soil. Green be tbe sod abov* 
tnerii, their last resting place shall be forever hal- 
lowed. For such, earth has no adequate reward 
—there is none this side the paradise of God, and, 
borne on wings of love, they bave gone to receive 
it. With outstretched arms, the Savior has em- 
braced them and welcomed them to bliss immor- 
tal. Let the tearful eye become dry, and the 
wounded heart cease to bleed. Your eon was a 
good soldier, died in a just cause, and is but taken 
home to God— a denizen of Heaven, an heir of 
immortality. He fought the good fight and kept 
the faith, is honorably discharged, and beyond 



to a blessed clime to locate his warrant. Tempt- 
ed to thetkies by heavenly harmonies, trumpet 
tones and bugle notes may not Mcall^him.

Three strong reconnoitering columns advanced 
tbis morning on tho right, centre, and left, to 
feel the enemy and uumask the battories. 

The enemy hotly contested bis ground at each 
point, but was driven back with considerable loss. 

The column on tbe left encountered tbe strong- 
est opposition. Our loss is twenty-live killed and 
wonnded. The enemy left thirty deid on tho 
field. Our losses at O tar Point are not yet 
ascertained. Some five or six efficers and a num- 
ber of privates were c iptured. The fighting will 
probably be renewed to-morrow at da^brask. 
The whole country is bo thickly wooded that we 
are compelled to feel our way.

Col. Jamison has gone West, it is said, with 
the promise of a command. It Is statod that the 
rebel forces under Jackson still linger near Mar- 
tinnburg and Harper's Ferry. 

Washington, May 29 
The following is received to-night from the 
Times' correspondent at Harper's Ferry: In yes- 
terday's reconnnissanca at Charlestown, Captain 
Von Keober, company G, 1st regiment Maryland 
cavalry, who was scouting, together with eight 
of his men, about two miles beyond Charlestown, 
in th* wooie, wore c iptured by tho rebels. 

A rebel soldier was brought in prisoner to-day. 
He says he deserted, is a native of Ireland, and 
lived in Connecticut. He went down to New Or- 
leans just before the war broke out to find work, 
and was pressed into the service. He complains 
of tbe treatment he received in his regiment, tbe 
88th Louisiana. Tho rations were one pound of 
fijur and half a pound of fresh beef, and no called 
tbis starving. Tbe rebel forces at all points in 
this region, he guessed Irom what he had seen and 
heard to be from 25,000 to 30,000, but evidently 
he was not well {lotted. He is detained as a pris- 
oner. 

Several secoBh Litizons, men and women, areut 
present in durance here as spies The advance of 
tbe rebel forces in front of our battle line have 
made the experiinont of firing at us for an hour 
and a half or so, at intervals of a few minutes. 
Their shells fell short a quarter or *half a mile. 
We replied. The firing caused some excitement. 

Washington, May 29. 
Every member of the Cabinet, ard It is be- 
lieved every earnest friend of the Government 
hore, deplores the hasty confure visited upon the 
War Department by some cf the loyal papers in 
the country. It bas alrsady been stated that 
Mr. Wihon in the Senate, upon the highest au- 
thority, said ilit disposition of tho forces cen- 
sured was sanctioned by the President, and it is 
equally true that it was approved by the whule 
Administration. Successes such as the country 
did not anticipate bave already attended Mr. 
Stanton's conduct of the War Dspartment. and 
efforts are baing mado which would seem to in- 
sure a continuance of them. Occasional failures 
and reverses must happen, but Mr. Stanton is not 
more responsible for these than be is entitled to 
the public gratitude for the success of our arms. 

The Navy Department has received informati a 
tbat Acting Master O W. Emerson deserted 
from the Galena on the 15th iost. 

The Minnosota started for Norfolk this morn- 
ing, but got aground off Sewall's Point.

Halifax, May 29. 
The Army and Navy Gazette give* currency 
to a report that on the 28th utt. orders were giv- 
en to the Federal Chief of Ordnance to send fifty 
thousand stand of arms and as many old uniforms 
to Port Royal for the uss of the slaves. Tbis the 
Gazette regards as scarcely credible, but has it 
from good authority. 

New York, May 30. 
The Herald's Fortross Monroe correspondent 
communicates tbe fact that Col. R. W. Hanson, 
of a rebel Kentucky regiment, who was sent by 
a flag of truce to bj exchanged for the gallant 
Col. Con rran, has become disgusted with the 
rebels and the rebellion and will take the oath of 
allegiance. 

Gen. Butler, says a New Orleans letter, has 
taken the wife of General Baanregard, who was 
found lo be in New Orleans, under his care and 
portection. 

A letter from McClollata's army says that 3,000 
Georgians, whose terms of enlistment bad expired 
in the rebel army, were told that tbey must con- 
tinue in the soryice. Tbey loaded ihsir guns 
and officers and all refused to obey tbe order, and 
no one dare attempt to make them do it. The 
result is that these rebels have disbanded and 
gone borne. 

New York, May 29. 
Fifteen hundred barrels of oil in sheds at Wil- 
liamsburg, with six schooners and the bark Silver 
Cloud, were burned to day. The moet of the 
property belonged to Scheffelen, Bars. & Co. 
Their 1 ss is estimated at nearly *300,000. An- 
other valuable prize was brought into port last 
night — the steamer Constellation alias George 
Washington, captured off the North Carolina 
coast by the gunboat Victorine on tb* 22d inst. 
It is believed that she has a valuable cargo. 

Washington, May 30. 
The Circuit Court to day formally refused a 
writ of habeas corpus for tbe discbarge of an 
allegal fugitive slave. Subscriptions cf money 
are being pledged for the employment of counsel 
to tost tho legality of the application of tho Fugitive 
Slave Law to tbe District of Columbia before tho 
Supreme Court of the United States.

TUB LATE PROFESSOR t\ A. HOuVOKE. 
Death has touched us neirly. Witl no raven- 
ous stoalth has it come tearing witbviclorce an 
unwilling victim from an unguarded fold. I ho 
Good Shepherd called, our dear one kuew his 
voice and wont lo him. 

He who bad been here so vigorous, so active, 
so earnest, saw in death only a change from life 
to life. As he relir>iuished horo one by on* scenes 
of pleasure, public labors, and tbe promising fu- 
ture, the real bippiness, the rewaid of labors, 
acd the future in all i'a infinity, opened up >u bis 
purified vitisn. In humility ho closed his own 
eyes upon this world— ho bad pissed from life lo 
life. Here < luld we stand gazing up into tbe 
heavens trying to see tho bright visions beyond, 
to ■ itch the music he heard, but we must roturn 
to the world and wait. A little while, if we aro 
true and good, and this miy be; but until then 
let us learn a noble lesson from the life which has 
so sweetly breathed itte'.f ioto a higher sphere. 
Tbis beautiful death was not more beautiful th in 
tbe life it closod. 

Mr. E A. Holyoks was born in Salem, Mass. 
He was possessed of a tine intellect, which, by 
cireful culture, early developed into peculiar tal- 
ent for tbe tine arts. Such was his fondress for 
painting, that, before he reached tbe age of man- 
hood, his future was determined upon. He was 
to bo an artist. Doubtless be saw opened before 
bim alluringly the life of his choics crowned wi'h 
ambition's aim. But God seeth not as man seoth. 
After dovotedly and successfully pursuing bis art 
foi a few years, his eyes failed and his career ss 
an artist was peremptorily closed. Tbis to 
many would hive been the blighting of life. 
In despair ha might hava refused, vision 
at the co3t of bis art, but his active 
mind and eager energies could not rest without an 
aim — high, yet real and p issiblo With zeal as 
strong as though this had been the one object of 
his life, be turned from despair ard commenced a 
now era of bis existence. Young, yet rich in 
"-■eperiej^-dis ippointed, though not discouraged, 
be «cr*uu7.jd tbo toachor's posilior ; not ii^hlly. tmt 
witb a comprehension and appreciation of tho 
work. He was engaged for a timo In Monroe 

College , and in tho fall of 18o1 came lo 

Louisville, where be became prircipal of the 
Female High School. Hero be brought with hiin 
a highly cultivated mind, * relined manner, dig- 
niried and inspiring, a full experience, a practical 
knowledge of the painter's art, and, ancve all, an 
earnestness that never II iggtd. He was truly 
a teacher. His pupils, who have marked his 
enlarged views, his readiness of nppl cation, bis 
appreciation of the human heart, know what this 
means in all its bearings. They woll remember 
how he ever drew from his rich resources to ex- 
pand their minds, how ho sought cut and enour- 
ugod tho timid, bow be bore each one near bis 
heart, and sought there her best interest. They will 
remember at close cf a school year his prsyer that 
all his loved pupils might live to noblo aims witb 
noble motive?; that they might endure anything, 
sacrifice all, that their lives might be of use to 
the woild. Their hearts will tell thorn tboy are 
better because they have kuown him, becauso be 
has known them in the sacred eftice of teacher. 
Such was bis woik for them. And yet, wi b 
tbis stern idea of dutv before him, be thought 
the erj yments of life not inconsistent. Witb 
a heart full of love, he ever sought the 
happiness of those around him. Perhaps 
there is no one of his pupils wLo cicnot 
recall a season tpsnl in sxial intercourse with 
him, when he uprioared only as a friend, and 
when by some special mark of attention he nude 
each feel tho relationship to ba something higher 
than it ha 1 been esteemed. Tbis earnest fiitb- 
fulness to every individual under bis caro en 
deared bim to every one with all the power of 
gratitude and love. His pupils mourn a teacher, 
friend, an elder brother. Can any other ever bo 
to them the sumo watchful, sympathizing friend? 
Soma of bis pupil] ha called si itoiS; shall any 
other ever take io their hearts their brother s 
place? In the grave experiences of life, how will 
they long for him who was ever ready to advise, 
to aid, to shield them! How they regret now th* 
many unimproved opportunities tbey bave passid, 
of boing taught of bim! and how their whole 
hearts tback bim tbat they are even what they 
are! 

In tbis school we tee Mr. Uolyoke in a noble 
character, and when we review his heavy labors 
here wo should think certainly this is all; but ho. 
not content with this, studied the interests of the 
rchools all around him. Throughout the citv his 
influence is recogn ; zed. His earnostness has in- 
fused into evory department a new zeal and vital 
principle, whilo in tho study of elocution tho 
change has been a revolution. In the arduous 
examinations incident to the workings of tho 
fchool system ho has ever borne a heivy burden, 
taxing himself at the close of the year when his 
mind and body demanded relaxation. Tho trus- 
tees have lost in bim an invalu^bl* dependence, 
whilo the teachers will foci the loss of an active 
colaborer and friend. 

He loved to be called a teacher, aspiring to no 
titles of profession, yet meriting more than he 
would claim. Hs was an educator laboring 
with all bis lifo for tho groat cause throughout 
tho State. Ho was ac'ivo in educational conv jo- 
tions; too active, alas, in the'r enterprises, thus 
giving himself up to th* woik until it was fir 
beyond his strength acd still we see him, bis fine 
voice utterly gone, seated with a few girls around 
bim, still faithful to all but bimsalf, stdl drawing 
them with him to a nobler lifo. Here we site him 
toiling on to the end, only giving up hi* work in 
time to die. 

To know Mr. Holyokj here is to know him in the 
generosity of his heart, in a lofty and p are self 
sacrifice, but to know him only bore, is, to use 
one e f bis happy illustrations, to detract from tho 
ono though' of the picture by embellishing un 
duly an object not the most important. Void in 
deed is tbe public character which has no private 
interest. As a public man, Mr. Holyoks was a 
toacher, as a private man he filled tho places of 
frieid, benefactor, brother, son, fither, husband, 
Christian. Miny have but the ftiond, many the 
benefactor, brother* and a sistor mourn a brother 
A distant mother must say "Thy will be done." 
Two dear children have lost a father whose love 
and care they shall miss all their lives long. (J.d 
give Aer strength to bear this, whose children are 
orphans, whose strength and whose all have been 
devoted to the Master s work. 

There are those who bave never appreciated 
him; there are those who knew rot his worth 
until be was gone; and thers are those who have 
loved him with their whedo hearts. Horo shall 
he live forever in his beautiful life, in his besu'i 
ful death.
